The rebel Generals were difconcerted at that epithet, and re- 
mained fullen and filent. Rochambeau, perceiving his rafh- 
nefs, apologized for it, but not with perfec fuccefs.’*” 

A gentleman of good intelligence writes from New-York, 
that the fituation of the French at Rhode-Ifland is.fo'dify 
agreeable, from their being ey blocked up by Admiral 
Arbuthnot bys fea, from the difficulty of gesting fupplies 
from the rebels, and from the little profpect of effeQing any 
thing to the purpofe, that it is thought they would be very 
glad to give the Britihh fleet the flip, and make the beit of 
their way back to Europe.
